The Philanthropic department of the Woman's 


league has directed a letter to all minister? of religion 
in Fort Wayne appealing; for their help in the move- 
ment now afoot to keep young; girls off the streets 
at night. 
It is the hope that the member? of the 


clergy will be able to exert a strong influence with 
the parents and guardians of the young to ward their 
charges with greater care. This movement must be in 
.very large part a work of education—both of the girls 
;who imperil themselves and their parent? who'indulge 
them with too much freedom—and the Philanthropic 
department of the league is beginning in the right 
place to spread its propaganda. The situation here, 
as it is everywhere, is one to which statute law can- 
now readily apply. 
If the young girls who spend 


their evenings from home without proper chaperonage

It is due to tliU 
class, who make, the forests a fool'.* 
paradise, that the casualties have in- 
creased year by year and the woods be- 
come a zone of danger to sportsmen. 


Out of the number who during the 


past few weeks have either been killed 
or crippled, a dozen were struck by bul- 
lets from their own guns. In some in- 
stances they shot off one or both feet; 
in others thej' blew out their eyes, and 
in still others they bled to death from 
internal wounds. Thirteen cither mis- 
took other hunters for game and shot 
them or, aiming at game, shot com- 
panions. The others were

make a clean hole through a six-inch 
spruce.

Automatic rifles and

danger in a gun of the automatic type 
is that after the first shot is discharged 
n second may be instantly fired and 
then a third, fourth, fifth and sixth. 
In the hands of an excited individual 
the trigger is 
inadvertently

and priced up by some'one who is not 
familiar with it. 


Nearly 
every one 
believes himself 


perfectly competent to hunt. His .great- 
est fear is that some other hunter will 
shoot him.
